The first bombs apparently took 
the civilian population by surprise, 
reports having spread that Govern- 
ment planes were about to pass 
overhead. 

People were watching for the 
planes from their windows, instead 
of seeking shelter.

“On March 3, early in the morn-

lished as a hangout of the gang and 
we didn’t know who was inside. 

“As it turned out, no one was 
there, we found in the apartment, 
however, indisputable evidence that 
it was a gangsters’ hangout. In 
the place were about $35 or $40 
in silver, which we concluded was 
part of the loot of a bank robbery, 
boxes of machine-gun ammunition, 
bullet-proof vests and the butt of 
a machinegun which belonged, as 
comparisons showed, on a ma- 
chinegun, which had been recov- 
ered a few nights before in an 
abandoned automobile known to be- 
long to the Dillinger gang. 

Someone at the Door. 

“Another agent and I were de- 
tailed to stay in the apartment to 
wait for someone to come to it, and 
the rest went about their inquiry. 
We sat there through the morning, 
watching the doors, I with a ma- 
chinegun in my hands and the other 
'man with his pistol ready. 

“Shortly. after noon we heard 
'someone at the front door. We had 
'double-latched it so that we would 
have ample warning when someone 
showed up. We covered the door 
with our weapons. It opened slow- 
ly and a Negro’s hand appeared. 
The visitor was told to come in with 
‘his hands up, that he was covered 


by a machinegun. 

“The door opened farther and be- 
fore us stood a Negro woman, so 
frightened that she was barely able 
to stand. We got her inside, shut 
the door and began to question her. 
She told us she was Leona Good- 
man, that she had been told by a 
'man whom she didn’t know to get 
some clothing and other articles 
that had been left in the apart- 
ment. With her she carried an ex- 
pensive suitcase. 


Scene Shifts te Leona’s Place. 

“She told us that another woman 
had come with her and was wait- 
ing outside in a car. We went out- 
side and got her, This woman, 
also a Negro, turned out to be Lucy 
Jackson. She told about the same 
story as Leona, that they were to 
take the stuff from the apartment 
to Leona’s house at Rondo and 
Avon streets and that it was to be 
called for there that evening.

Identified at Hospital.

I took 
charge of the woman, who turned 
out to be Bessie Green, and the man

who had been shot was picked up 
| by others and sent to the hospital. 
|There he was identified from fin- 
gerprints as Eddie Green, the ex- 
‘convict on whom Dillinger always 
relied to go inside in bank robberies 
while Dillinger himself stood out- 
side in charge of the lookout crew. 
“Of course we realized that the 
shooting put us hot on the Dillinger 
trail. We questioned Bessie close- 
ly. She was ready to talk about 
the movements of herself and 
Green, but she gave us no help on 
where we could find Dillinger. 


“After a short while I was sent | 


to the hospital. One of the first 
things Bessie had said was ‘Get a 
priest for Eddie. He hasn’t been 
in church for years and he needs 
one.’ When I got to the hospital 
the priest had left and Green, shot 
in the head and arm, was delirious. 
“We Got to Get to Johnny.” 


“He seemed to think the nurse 
was his girl Bessie. He talked to 
her, incoherently sometimes, at 
others quite intelligibly. The nurse 
worked with us in questioning him. 
About an hour and a half after the 
shooting, after he had kept say- 
ing ‘We got to get to Johnny,’ he 
gave the address where Dillinger 
had been staying, the third apart- 
ment that Green had _ rented. 
Agents ‘made’ the place at once, 
but Dillinger and the rest of the 
gang had made a getaway an hour 
before.” 

From there, it developed Dil- 
linger had gone into Wisconsin 
and it was later that agents sur- 
rounded him in the Little Bohemia 
resort. From that trap he also 
shot his way out and in the con- 
fusion Agent Carter Baum of the 
Department of Justice was _ shot 
and killed by “Baby Face” Nelson. 

Examination of the bullets which 
struck Green, who lived for eight 
days after the shooting, proved def- 
initely that he had been killed by 
Gross’ machine-gun, the only

Relief Fails

Commission of New York experts, appointed by pro-New Deal Governor, has turned 
thumbs down on work relief as a permanent method of coping with extensive 


unemployment; in sweeping indictment, report lists 11 charges against the system; 
to these may be added the further objection of corrupting political intluences.

T is no longer necessary to point to his- 
J torical failures in considering the merits 

and shortcomings of work relief as a 
means of aiding the unemployed. The WPA 
record has now cast a heavy shadow of 
doubt over most of the virtues once attrib- 
uted to this procedure by its proponents. 
That impartial investigators are candidly 
pointing out these defects,in spite of the po- 
litical controversy revolving about the WPA, 
is a tribute to their courage and sense of 
public responsibility. 

The most recent report centering upon this 
problem comes from Gov. Lehman’s Commis- 
sion on Unemployment. New York is mak- 
ing an earnest effort to determine the most 
effective methods of assisting the workless. 
That State’s commission of experts, appoint- 
ed by a Democratic Governor who is a very 
close friend of President Roosevelt, has dis- 
carded work relief as a permanent method 
of coping with extensive unemployment. Its 
non-partisan advice ought to be carefully 
studied, even in Washington. 

Work relief was adopted on a nation-wide 
scale largely because of the assumption that 
it would restore the morale of the: unem- 
ployed and preserve their occupational] tal- 
ents. The New York commission found 
that both these arguments have been “some- 
what exaggerated.” As a temporary means 
of meeting an emergency, the investigators 
report, made work has some advantages. 
But they conclude that time has demon- 
strated both the fact that the problem is a 
continuing one and that “the enterprise 
(work relief) has grave defects in principle 
and practice.” 

After citing. the usual arguments in favor 
of boondoggling, the commission brings 11 
devastating indictments against the system.

It puts the Gov- 
ernment in the unnatural position of award- 
ing jobs on the basis of need rather than 
competence. And it has tended “to be cumu- 
lative and self-perpetuating because it pro- 
vides a distinct economic advantage to local 
communities to do their necessary wark 
through work relief.” 

All of these serious objections, and sev- 
eral others, seem to be predicated upon the 
assumption that work relief can be admin- 
istered without corrupting political influ- 
ences. WPA has already shattered hopes 
‘that a national agency hastily organized 
under the spoils system can achieve the feat. 
When this aspect of the present work relief 
system is added to the specific objections 
of the New York commission, there is not 
much that can be said for the policy now 
being followed. 

Five of the 31 investigators for Gov. Leh- 
man dissented from the conclusion “that 
work relief should not be continued as a 
permanent method of meeting the problem 
of large-scale unemployment.” But the com- 
mission was unanimous in its belief that 
“work relief cannot properly be carried on 
at the same scale which has existed in the 
recent past.” If Mr. Hopkins makes no re-

And there is the further 
complication of the towns that have grown 
up and are depending for support on a wheat 
country. 

Consider the problem in a specific 
Suppose a wheat farmer in the chronic 
drouth area has 640 acres. It would cost him 
about $2000 under favorable conditions 
get the land back into grass. Then, after 
several years, he would have pasture for per 
haps 30 head of cattle, from which he might 
derive an annual income of $200. As against 
this modest but fairly assured income he 
would balance the possibility of some good 
year when he might raise 20 bushels of 
wheat to the acre, a total of 12,800 bushels, 
from which He might realize a gross income 
of $12,800.
